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sionaric9  of  all  sects  close  together.  In 
England  practically  Christianity  is  repre- 
sented by  the  Anglican  Church  and  the 
Free  Churches,. and  these  are  nearly  equal 
in  membership.  The  secularism  of  the  peo- 
ple is  constantly  increasing  the  numbers 
of  those  outside  of  all  churches,  and  im- 
pelling these  two  bodies  toward  each 
other  in  spite  of  their  contention.

a stemulus  to  do  even  its  ordinary  tasks.  ‘ 
The  mind  of  one  addicted  to  strong  drink 
is  commonly  filled  with  low  and  sordid 
things  and  character  loses  the  elevating 
•strengthening  influence  that  comes  from 
the  contemplation  of  high  and  noble 
things. 

August  Ford.  Professor  ol  Mental  Dis- 
eases,  University  of  Zurich,  says:  "The 
role  alcohol  plays  in  student  life  is  one  of 
the  darkest  chapters  in  this  dark  history. 
This  I can  affirm,  that  in  Germany, 
Switzerland,  and  Austria,  ves,  and  in 
France,  a large  part  of  the  intellectual 
power  of  our  academic  youth  is  actually 
drowned  in  beer  and  wine.” 

Returning  to  the  declaration  quoted  from 
the  leading  physicians,  this  is  given  as 
another  principle  of  their  belief:  "Experi- 
ments have  demonstrated  that  even  a 
small  quantity  of  alcoholic  liquor,  either 
immediately  or  after  a short  time,  prevents 
mental  action,  and  interferes  with  the 
function  of  the  cells  and  tissues  of  the  body, 
impairing  self-control  by  producing  pro*, 
gressive  paralysis  of  the  judgment  and  { of 
the  will,  and  having  other  markedly  in- 
jurious effects.”

Its 
superintendent,  Dr.  John  P.  Stewart  has 
devoted  his  life  to  this  work  and  has  as- 
sociated with  him,  teachers  of  exceptional 
ability  and  skill  in  this  particular  line  of 
educational  work.

If  some  other  Christian  body  should  de- 
sire to  coalesce  with  Baptists,  how  could  it 
be  done?  A Baptist  church  could  become 
a congregation  of  the  Metholist  Church, 
for  example,  by  adopting  Methodist 
ecclesiastical  polity,  and  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance in  the  General  Conference.  This 
Conference  is  the  church.  Local congrcgai 
tions  ar;  only  societies,  beneficiaries  and 
supporters  of  the  church. 

But  how  could  the  Methodist  Church, 
for  sake  of  illustration,  1 unite  with  Bap- 
tist churches?  Not  through  messengers 
with  delegated  powers,  for  Baptist 
churches  do  not,  and  cannot,  delegate 
their  authority  to  messengers.  Another 
has  said:  "There  is  absolutely  no  organic 
body  embracing  the  Baptists  as  a whole 
to  which  any  other  organic  body  can  join 
itself."  The  only  way  of  union  with  Bap- 
tist churches  is  through  local  congrega- 
tions. Any  company  cif  Christ’s  disciples, 
united  in  the  aeceptancfc  of  his  doctrine 
and  the  practice  of  his  precepts,  not  merely 
as  Baptists  hold  and  t^ach,  but  as  general 
Christian  scholarship  acknowledges,  is  a 
New  Testament  Churcl. 

But  how  could  such  a body  be  known  as 
a Baptist  Church,  an^  co-operate  with 
other  churches  of  like t faith  and  order? 
The  nearest  approach  fo  a denomination 
among  Baplists  is  a Voluntary  working 
body  called  an  Association.  Even  this 
body  can  act  only  within  its  own  bounds. 
Our  general  Conventions  have  no  ecclesias- 
tical power.  They  aj-e  only  advisory 
bodies,  as  to  church  matters.  If  any  com- 
pany of  Christ’s  disciples  should  desire  to 
come  into  denominational  fellowship  with 
Baptists,  it  should  apply  for  admission  to 
the  local  Association  op  the  basis  of  its  ac- 
ceptance of  the  fundamental  principles  held 
by  Baptist  churches!
